Rep. Dan Keenan 
Testifies For Improved 
Services For Children 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan recently testified 
before the Judiciary Committee in support of a bill 
which he filed to address problems in the Guardian Ad 
Litem (GAL) system used by the Probate and Family 
Court. 

The Family Court uses the GALs to investigate and 
represent the interests of children who are involved in 
custody and visitation cases, domestic violence, sex¬ 
ual assault, or in cases dealing with substance abuse 
by a family member. Rep. Keenan filed this bill in 
response to a request by Kelly Birchenough, a con¬ 
stituent who has experienced first-hand the workings 
of the GAL system. 

Ms. Birchenough traveled to Boston to testify 
before the committee regarding her experiences with 
the GAL system. In Ms. Birchenough’s case, her court 
appointed GAL represented herself as a psychologist 
even though she did not have a license or her proper 
credentials to practice psychology. 

GALs are paid between $30 and $50 an hour and 
are usually attorneys, doctors, licensed therapists, 
and social workers. While an attorney would under¬ 
stand court procedures and the law, he or she may 
know little about domestic abuse or child development 
and the signs of those problems that might be exhib¬ 
ited by a child. 

Doctors or psychiatrists would be knowledgeable 
about medical and emotional issues, but might allow a 


child to fall between the cracks because they miss a 
deadline or fail to seek an extension of a judge's 
deadline for completing their investigation. 

“This system can leave many children without prop¬ 
erly trained advocates,” stated Rep. Keenan. 
“Children who are victims of abusive situations are 
sometimes victimized again by the GAL system,” said 
Rep. Keenan. 

Keenan’s bill would address an absence of 


mittal verifying professional certification, vague 
instructions about how to file or process a complaint, 
and a lack of education and training for those 
assigned to advocate for vulnerable youngsters. 

“Residents of the Commonwealth should feel con¬ 
fident that our court system has the ability and the 
resources to properly advocate for the interests of 
children,” stated Keenan.

A Disturbing Situation 
Within The Ag. Fire Dept. 

To The Editor: 

It is with regret that I am writing this letter to bring 
your attention to a situation that has occurred within 
the Agawam Fire Department. 

This appears to be related to some issues that 
Deputy Chief Steve Martin and Fire Inspector Michael 
Mercadante have with Lieutenant Nick Demko. We 
have always had our disagreements between man¬ 
agement and the men, but we have always kept the 
battle between us. Now, I feel management has 
crossed the line by pursuing legal action against Mrs. 
Zoafia Demko of Agawam, Lieutenant Demko’s 
mother. 

Mrs. Demko is not living at her property (since the 
death of her husband), but is planning to renovate the 
house. She still pays the taxes, has her mail delivered 
there, and keeps up the yard. It appears Inspector 
Mercadante contacted the building inspector and 
claimed the property was abandoned, a danger to the 
community, and had it inspected. 

While he was inspecting this “dangerous property,” 
Mr. Mercadante just happened to see a partially-filled 
barrel of oil that was leaking into the ground. This bar¬ 
rel probably had been there for a long time, seeing as 
Mr. Demko, Sr. had been in the construction busi¬ 
ness, and Mrs. Demko probably did not know any¬ 
thing about it. 

Now, I’m not saying that it is okay to have oil leak¬ 
ing into the ground. It should be corrected. Instead of 
giving Mrs. Demko (who has done so much for this 
community) the courtesy of a call to see if she could 
rectify the situation, they called the Department of 
Environmental Protection Agency. He went back to 
the station and reported what was done. 

Deputy Martin told the firefighters in the station, if 
Lieutenant wanted to know who called D.E.P., “Tell 
him I did it.” 

Lieutenant Demko asked Inspector Mercadante 
about it and he said that he did it because of the 
issues he has had with him in the past. What does 
upsetting an elderly woman with medical problems 
and causing a financial hardship by the possibility of 
a huge fine have to do with internal department 
issues? I am ashamed to say I work with men who 
stoop to this level. 

Just for informational purposes, we have asked the 
Fire Inspector and Deputy Chief to inspect properties 
in town that we have felt were hazardous. We were 
told they couldn’t inspect private property. Why were 
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the rules different in this case? 

I would appreciate some intervention to assure this 
NEVER happens again. The firefighters of Agawam 
should not have to worry about their families being 
punished due to interdepartmental conflicts.

Agawam Fireman Questions 
Mayor’s Economic Decisions 

To The Editor: 

Mayor Cohen, while I agree that education is 
important, there are other areas that also need your 
attention. The needs of the elderly and departments 
such as Fire and its emergency services, Police, and 
DPW, why are these critical components of the city 
not being funded as well? 

With ail due respect to Fire Chief Dave Pisano, I 
must disagree with his proposal to man a new aerial 
platform truck with only a driver, and also correct a 
mistatement or misquote in last week’s Advertiser by 
the Chief. 

The statement referred to an ambulance station in 
Feeding Hills, which it is not. There is no ambulance 
and there has not been one since the new fire head¬ 
quarters opened on Main Street. 

I must also mention that the firefighters’ union has 
no power to set any Fire Department policies, but can 
indeed influence, by speaking out, and of course, has 
an obligation to its members and the residents of 
Agawam to do so, when it deems that a situation such 
as the platform truck proposal warrants it. In the end, 
as always, city government will do what it wishes. 

During the late 1970’s and early 1980’s, there was 
an 11-man minimum on the Agawam Fire 
Department, meaning that no fewer than 11 full-time 
firefighters could be on duty 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Today, more than 20 years later, as the 
city has grown in leaps and bounds, with many more 
homes, businesses, and major industry moving in 
every day and while the fire and emergency service 
becomes a more complicated maze of hazardous 
chemicals, fumes, toxins, and communicable dis- 
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eases, the number of daily emergency calls for both 
police and fire departments rise. 

The minimum manning is down to nine men and 
many people continue to judge firefighters and their 
requests for things like more manpower and new 
equipment solely on the number of house fires they 
may or may not have had last year. 

The Fire Department is also fortunate to have 
about 10 very dedicated call firefighters who are noti¬ 
fied for fire alarms or structure fire calls. 
Unfortunately, however, their regular jobs and any 
number of life’s other activities will almost always limit 
their availability and the number of them that can 
respond to any particular incident. 

Although I believe they should be kept in service, 
their existence should never be justification for run¬ 
ning the minimum manning of the full-time Fire 
Department at a bare bones level as it is now and 
keeping it there. 

The platform truck in questions happens to be one 
of the largest state-of-the-art vehicles in the fire serv¬ 
ice today. It is not a toy and no full-time fire depart¬ 
ment around us, or anywhere that I know of, lets that 
type of apparatus leave the building in an emergency 
mode with a driver alone. Just to have another pair of 
eyes in the front seat on the way to any incident 
makes the truck safer and safety has to be a priority 
with this vehicle. This truck could be an asset if prop¬ 
erly manned, but could be a liability if not. 

Let there be no doubt in anyone's mind, that when 
a fire chief or fire department cites a need for more 
men to staff needed new equipment, they mean what 
they say. 

In Agawam at this time, there is a need for an aer¬ 
ial platform and for a fully staffed, full-time ambulance 
with transport capabilities at the Feeding Hills station. 
However, these things simply can’t be done properly 
with the current number of men on duty. To shift men 
from fire apparatus to ambulances and back again as 
needs arise always leaves other very vital equipment 
either shortstaffed or, at times, even unmanned and is 
too precarious a system for a city the size of Agawam 
to depend on in the 21st century. 

Yes, I am an Agawam firefighter and I'm a citizen 
too, and I believe that both groups deserve and 
should expect more from the city than they are cur¬ 
rently getting or would get with simply a new aerial 
platform. 

I would like to thank City Councilors Dennis Perry 
and Bob Rossi for digging a little deeper and looking 
beyond the brewing controversy of this issue to see 
the very valid reasons for it. 

I would also urge Mayor Cohen, Chief Pisano, 
Deputy Martin, and the other members of the City 
Council to re-evaluate this proposal and to form a 
more lasting plan for the Fire Department based on 
manpower needs before new apparatus, a plan that 
recognizes not only Agawam’s current, but also its 
future, growth.

Matches & Cigarette 
Lighters For Adults 


by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Many fires are caused simply by a combination of 
a small child’s curiosity and the availability of match¬ 
es or a cigarette lighter. The resulting fires have some 
of the most disastrous consequences because of a 
small child’s inability to understand that the match 
they had just lit is the same match that caused the fire 
that destroyed the house. 

* The Agawam Fire Department suggests that if 
you have small children in the home, keep matches 
and cigarette lighters up high, out of their reach. 

* As children begin to understand cause and effect, 
teach them that matches are a tool and should be 
used only by adults or under adult supervision. 

* Teach children that, if another child has matches, 
they should get away from the child and warn an adult 
so that an accidental fire will not occur and the child 
will be prevented from getting burned.

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Agawam Fire Dept. 
& CPSC Launch 
Recall Round-Up 

The Agawam Fire Department is working with the 
Office of the State Fire Marshal and the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission (CPSC) to 
launch a “recall round-up” to rid homes of fire haz¬ 
ards. CPSC is organizing a nationwide campaign to 
discard hazardous consumer products such as old 
disposable lighters, frayed extension cords, and 
recalled products that could lead to a deadly fire. 

The products on the recall round-up list have been 
recalled previously or were made safer when new 
safety standards were put in place. “Product recalls 
do not always immediately get unsafe products off 
store shelves or out of people's homes,” said 
Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano. “Because these 
products can cause fires, we hope every family will 
make it part of their spring cleaning to get rid of any 
that might still be in the house.” 

In 2000, 78 people died in fires in Massachusetts, 
up significantly from the 53 fire deaths in 1999. 
Children are particularly vulnerable. In fact, children 
under age five have a fire death rate more than twice 
the national average. 

Today, the CPSC is launching its recall round-up 
and asking consumers to look for and remove prod¬ 
ucts from their homes that pose a fire hazard. These 
items include cigarette lighters without child-resist¬ 
ant mechanisms; extension cords with frayed or cut 
insulation; Black and Decker Spacemaker Optima 
Toasters (Model T1000); KMart children’s decora¬ 
tive lamps; halogen tochiere lamps sold before 
wire guards were required; GE and Hotpoint dish¬ 
washers; and old electric hair dryers with built-in 
shock protection devices in the plug.

Consumers should immediately stop using any 
recalled products, and either dispose of it or contact 
the U.S. CPSC for directions on returning it to the 
manufacturer.

Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano has announced 
that there will be a limited extension of the open burn¬ 
ing season due to the late 2001 winter snow cover 
conditions. 

The open burning period has been extended 
through May 15th. The issuing of permits is at 
Pisano's discretion, and should be based on need. 
Homeowners in most cities and towns are allowed to 
burn brush, cane, driftwood, and forestry debris, but 
grass, leaves, hay, and stumps may not be burned. 

The Departmental of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) advises that winter storm debris be managed 
as follows: 

1. Recycle for firewood, mulch, and wood chips 
(local contractors should be contacted); or... 

2. Obtain permission to burn from the local fire 
department and comply with the following regulatory 
requirements under 310 CMR 7.07(3)(e): 

* Bum between the hours of 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 
p.m. 

* Burn when the air is circulating well but winds are 
light. 

* Without causing a nuisance. 

* Burn no less than 75 feet away from all dwellings. 

* Burn on your own property and as close as pos-

STEPS FOR SAFE OPEN BURNING 

First things first: 

* Contact your local fire department (786-2662) for 
information on obtaining an open burning permit. 

Starting the fire: 

* Remove all grass from the area where you will be 
burning. 

* Start the fire with natural “kindling” - never with 
gasoline or charcoal lighter fluid. 

While burning: 

* Never add brush that is green or wet. It will reduce 
the efficiency of the fire and produce thick smoke. 

* Someone must attend the fire until it’s completely 
out. You will need a hose or other supply of water and 
a shovel or rake for controlling the fire. 

Putting the fire out: 

* Burn the fire down to the coals, drown them with 
water, spread them out, and then drown them again.

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Melconian Honors 
Survivors Of 
Armenian Genocide 

Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) 
remembered the 1.5 million Armenian men, women, 
and children who were killed by the Ottoman Turk 
government between 1915 and 1923 in a moving 
service at the State House recently. Senator 
Melconian lost her grandmother’s entire family during 
the Armenian Genocide and pogroms of the early 
20th century. 

“The term genocide was invented to describe what 
the Turks did to the Armenians,” said Senator 
Melconian. “It was an attempt to wipe out an entire 
race of people. It is vital that we remember this horror 
so that it will never be repeated." 

At the ceremony, Melconian honored two sisters, 
Maritza Soorsoorian and Victoria Boghosian, who 
survived this terrible genocide. The sisters spent 
seven years hiding with Turkish families and, with the 
help of their two older brothers who had earlier immi¬ 
grated to the United States, were eventually able to 
come to Massachusetts in 1923. 

“We honor these women not only as survivors of a 
terrible holocaust, but also for their tireless efforts 
since coming to America,” said Melconian. “Not only 
do they still contribute to the volunteer efforts of their 
local church, they are also the proud matriarchs of 
families with a collective five children, 12 grandchil¬ 
dren, and 22 great-grandchildren.” 

The Armenian genocide was the first time that the 
full powers of the state, in this case, the Ottoman 
Empire, were turned toward the single goal of killing 
or relocating an entire race. The genocide began in 
1895 and 1896 with mass pogroms which took the 
lives of up to 200,000. It reached a horrible climax 
between 1915 and 1923. Armenian members of the 
army were segregated out and slaughtered by their 
former comrades. 

Armenian women and children were deprived of 
water and food and driven into the desert to die of 
starvation, epidemic, and exposure. Millions were 
robbed and killed. Two-and-a-half million Armenians 
were driven from lands that they had occupied for 
3,000 years. 

“We hold this memorial as a symbol of hope and 
survival,” said Melconian. “The Armenian people 
endured this horror and we hope our survival will be a 
symbol of hope for those around the world. 
Armenians endure, battered and spread across the 
globe, but still a vibrant, powerful culture.”

Last year, Branch 46 letter carriers collected over 
110 tons of non-perishable goods which were gener¬ 
ously donated by postal customers and delivered to 
more than 20 area food pantries in Hampden, 
Hampshire, Franklin, and Worcester Counties. On the 
national level, the efforts of 1,530 Branches collected 
64.2 million pounds of goods in 2000. 

Alaska to 
Hawaii ... and coast to coast, this Annual Food Drive 
is a joint effort between the NALC and the U.S. Postal 
Service’s Priority Mail division, with help from the 
AFL-CIO Central Labor Councils, The United Way, 
and Campbell’s Soup Company.

Could You Use An Encouraging Word? 

One of the objections some people raise about 
Christianity is that it is a negative religion. Some peo¬ 
ple think Christianity “beats up” on people, calling us 
all a bunch of sinners. To become a Christian is, in 
some people’s minds, an admission of defeat. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 

The first four books of the New Testament are 
called gospels; as in the Gospel According to 
Matthew, the Gospel According to Mark, the Gospel 
According to Luke, and the Gospel According to John. 
The word “gospel” itself actually means “good news.” 
That may come as a surprise to those who think that 
Christianity is all about “bad news,” who mistakenly 
think that God wants only to condemn us. 

While visiting the city of Pisidian Antioch, the 
Apostle Paul went, as was his custom, to the syna¬ 
gogue on the Sabbath Day. After reading from the 
Law and the Prophets, the synagogue rulers sent 
word to them (Paul and his friends), saying, 
“Brothers, if you have an encouraging word for 
the people, please speak.” The people of Paul’s 
day were not too much unlike us today; we all need to 
hear “an encouraging word” from time to time. 

Standing up, Paul motioned with his hand and 
said, “People of Israel and you Gentiles who wor¬ 
ship God, listen to me!” Paul then went on to briefly 
recount the history of Israel. He made mention of the 
time when Israel was a slave nation in Egypt, and how 
God had wonderfully delivered them from their 
bondage and settled them into their own country, by 
mighty deeds. He recalled how God had stuck with 
Israel providing first judges, then kings, to lead them. 
One of those kings, probably the favorite in all of 
Israel’s history, was King David. “From this man’s 
descendents God has brought to Israel the Savior 
Jesus, just as He had promised He would do,” said 
Paul. During his recitation, Paul very graciously omit¬ 
ted any mention of all the trouble Israel caused God, 
choosing instead to focus on what God did. 

“Brothers and sisters, children of Abraham, 
and you God-fearing Gentiles, it is to us that this 
message of salvation has been sent. The people 
of Jerusalem and their rulers did not recognize 
Jesus, yet in condemning Him they fulfilled the 
words of the prophets that are read every 
Sabbath. Though they found no proper ground for 
a death sentence, they asked Pilate to have Him 
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executed. When they had carried out all that was 
written about Him, they took Him down from the 
tree and laid Him in a tomb. But God raised Him 
from the dead, and for many days He was seen by 
those who had traveled with Him from Galilee to 
Jerusalem. They are now His witnesses to our 
people. ” 

The next time somebody erroneously says that 
God and the Bible are against people, remember what 
the Bible really says. “When they carried out all 
that was written about Him" isn’t saying bad things 
about us, it was forecasting the bad things which were 
destined to happen to Jesus for us! In other words, 
the punishment for all the grief we have caused God 
and each other was to be carried out on Jesus. 

Paul went on to say, “We tell you the good news: 
What God promised our fathers, He has fulfilled 
for us, their children, by raising up Jesus. As it is 
written in the second Psalm, ‘You are My Son; 
today I have become Your Father.’ The fact that 
God raised Him from the dead, never to decay, is 
stated in these words: 7 will give You the holy and 
sure blessings promised to David. ’ So it is stated 
elsewhere: ‘You will not let Your Holy One see 
decay.’” 

This all might sound like good news, unless one 
has trouble believing the message itself is true. After 
all, if the message is fantasy rather than fact, it is real¬ 
ly only a cruel hoax. How can we know if the message 
Paul relayed was true? When challenged by some 
people as to whether or not Jesus is the promised 
Messiah, and how could they know, Jesus 
answered, “I did tell you, but you did not believe. 
The miracles I do in My Father’s name speak for 
Me, but you do not believe because you are not 
My sheep. My sheep listen to My voice; I know 
them, and they follow Me. I give them eternal life, 
and they shall never perish; no one can snatch 
them out of My hand.” He’s still got miracles to do; 
believe in His love and He’ll do it for you, by faith. 

Each and every one of us can be one of Jesus’ 
sheep, if we want to be. There is no such thing as a 
person who cannot become a follower of Jesus, and 
to receive all of the wonderful benefits which come 
from that designation. Unlike most of the world's reli¬ 
gions, which tend to be part of a cultural or national 
identity, Jesus is for everybody. Christianity knows no 
national, racial or cultural barriers. 

After this I looked and there before me was a 
great multitude that no one could count, from 
every nation, tribe, people and language, standing 
before the throne and in front of the Lamb. (Jesus 
is called the “Lamb of God.”) And they cried out in a 
loud voice: “Salvation belongs to our God, who 
sits on the throne, and to the Lamb. Amen! Praise 
and glory and wisdom and thanks and honor and 
power and strength be to our God for ever and 
ever. Amen!” Now that is an encouraging word!

Safe Travel With Infants & Children 

(Part 2 Of 2) 

REPELLENTS ANn I NSECT PRECAUTIONS 

Skin-so-Soft by Avon acts as a non-toxic mos¬ 
quito repellent, but requires frequent application every 
15-20 minutes. 

- Repellents containing “DEET” as the active ingre¬ 
dient are safe in the <10% range (READ THE 
LABEL!!!). 

- Light colored clothing is preferred, as insects are 
attracted to dark colors. 

- Treat clothing with non-toxic permethrin, available 
in camping supply stores; this will create a barrier on 
the clothing, and will repel the insect before it lands on 
clothing. 

- Screened/netted sleeping quarters at night are 
essential'.'.'. 

SKIN PROTECTION 

- Children are more likely to adopt wise protective 
habits when they see them modeled by parents. Skin 
protection is vitally important! Skin cancer risk corre¬ 
lates with childhood sun exposure. Keep your child 
covered with hats, long sleeves, and pants (when 
practical). 

- Use sunscreen. Generally, sunscreen with an 
SPF of at least 15 is considered adequate for chil¬ 
dren. An SPF of 15 provides a 93 percent reduction of 

UVB exposure; an SPF of 30 boosts the reduction to 
96 percent. 

- Closed shoes are preferred to sandals, as soil 
ma\j be contavronated w\\h harmful insect larva, eggs, 
and parasites. 

FOOD AND WATER SAFETY 

- Water must be purified (bottled, boiled, chemical¬ 
ly disinfected, filtered) before it is used to drink, brush 
teeth, mix food, or prepare infant formula. 

- All foods must be well cooked, and fresh fruits 
and vegetables must be peeled. 

- Milk must be pasteurized. 

- Juice must be bottled or canned. 

PiARRHEA/VOMITING 

- If breast feeding, please continue during your trip. 
This is likely to prevent illness in your baby. 

- Replacement of fluid loss is essential!! 
Commercially prepared rehydration solutions should 
be FREQUENTLY offered in small amounts. If nurs¬ 
ing, maintain breast feeding. 

- Offer high calorie, low fat, low-residue foods, con¬ 
centrating on foods your child likes. 

- Seek medical assistance if your child develops a 
fever, appears drowsy, is breathing fast, and has 
signs of dehydration (dry mouth, tongue, sunken 
eyes, and skin loses elasticity). 

GENERAL MISCELLANEOUS ADVICE 

- Give children an ID card with your address, 
phone number, and pertinent medical information to 
carry on them at all times, in the event you become 
separated. 

- Consider giving the older child a whistle to use as 
an alert to danger. 

- The number one cause of death in travelers are 
motor vehicle accidents. Seatbelts may be a rarity 
and car seats non-existent. Consider packing your 
child’s car seat. 

- Petting animals should be discouraged, because 
of the obvious risk of bites and rabies. 

- For the older adolescent, risk behaviors regarding 
STD and HIV should be addressed. 

International travel with children can be a happy 
and HEALTHY experience. Proper planning and 
appropriate intervention can yield benefits which far 
outweigh risks.

Divorce Documents 

Question: My husband and I are attempting to file 
an uncontested petition for divorce ourselves as we 
do not have any children and have only minimal 
assets. However, I am told that we have to prepare a 
document called an Affidavit stating why we want a 
divorce. Isn’t there a pre-printed form for this? 

Answer: The documents which must be submitted 
to the Probate Court by you and your husband to 
complete the Petition for Divorce filing, if there are no 
children born of your marriage, are as follows: Petition 
for Divorce; Affidavit for Irretrievable Breakdown; 
Separation Agreement; R-408 Form; a certified copy 
of your marriage certificate; Statistical Information 
form; court filing fee of $110. 

If there are children born of your marriage, then the 
following additional forms need to be completed: 
Department of Social Services Affidavit; Affidavit of 
Care and Custody; Wage Assignment Form; 
Department of Revenue Application Form; Parents 
Apart Certificates. 

Neither the Affidavit of Irretrievable Breakdown, 
nor the Separation Agreement are pre-printed forms; 
therefore, you must draft these documents your¬ 
selves. The facts which should be written in your affi¬ 
davit of irretrievable breakdown include your current 
names and addresses, when and where you were 
married, when and where you last lived together, that 
there are no minor children born of your marriage, 
and a brief statement as to why you no longer are 
able to reside together as husband and wife. In other 
words, why you both want this divorce. You should 
also state whether or not you attended marriage 
counseling. 

You and your husband should each have separate 
divorce attorneys review the documents you have 
drafted before the final signing and filing with the 
Court to verify the accuracy of these documents.

But, just having a plan in place doesn’t necessarily 
mean you should relax and wait for retirement to roll 
around. Just as you should see your doctor annually 
to maintain your good health, so, too, should you peri¬ 
odically check the health of your retirement plan to 
help ensure your retirement will be as comfortable as 
possible. 

Enhance Your Potential Earnings 

In order to gain from the possible benefit of com¬ 
pound interest, consider investing the maximum 
amount allowed. With compound interest, your retire¬ 
ment savings may grow, not just on its original princi¬ 
pal, but also on its growth in prior years. Thus, even 
small sums can add up over time. Here is a possible 
scenario: if you put $25 a week into an investment 
that was to earn an average of 10 percent annually, 
you might earn more than $22,000 (before taxes) in 
just 10 years, and, hypothetically, more than $82,000 
(before taxes) in 20 years. (These rates of return are 
for illustrative purposes only and are not meant to rep¬ 
resent the past or future returns of any specific invest¬ 
ments or investment strategy, or to imply any guaran¬ 
teed rate of return.) 

Make Investing Automatic 

If you’re not already contributing to an automatic 
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investment plan, you might consider doing so. 
Through such a plan, you make regular contributions 
to your investments through payroll deduction plans 
or automatic transfers from a checking or savings 
account. 

Keep in mind the value of your securities will fluc¬ 
tuate, but investing a fixed amount of money in invest¬ 
ment vehicles at regular intervals allows you to pur¬ 
chase more shares when prices are low and fewer 
when they are high. For example, let's say you start 
an automatic plan that invests $100 in a mutual fund 
each month. When the fund’s net asset value (NAV)— 
its purchase price—is $20, you’ll buy five shares. If 
the fund’s NAV rises to $25 the next month, you’ll pur¬ 
chase four shares.s. 

Through this strategy, called dollar-cost averaging, 
the average amount you spend per share of stock will 
likely be lower than if you bought a fixed number of 
shares at regular intervals. Remember, however, that 
dollar-cost averaging does not assure a profit and 
does not protect against a loss in declining markets. 

Keep Your Asset Mix Current 

Like it or not, we all age. And, as you grow older, 
you’ll want to make sure the mix of assets in your port¬ 
folio fits your needs and goals. For example, as you 
get closer to retirement, you may want to shift a 
greater amount of your assets from stocks to things 
such as bonds and money market instruments — 
asset classes which are historically less prone to big 
ups and downs than stocks. It should be noted an 
investment in a money market fund is not guaranteed 
by the FDIC or any other government agency. 
Although the fund seeks to preserve the value of your 
investment at $1.00 per share, it is possible to lose 
money by investing in a money market fund.. 

Because different asset classes don’t perform at 
equal levels, your retirement funds should be 
reviewed regularly to maintain an asset allocation 
suitable to your long-term goals. For example, after 
the strong performance of the stock market in recent 
years, you may find your portfolio is heavily weighted 
in stocks. You can rebalance by using new money to 
buy more of an asset class that’s under-represented, 
or by transferring assets from one class to another.

Chapter Seven: 

MOMMA’S CONNECTION (Part 1) 

On Thursday evening (Day 4), the call came. Julia 
had arrived safely from Hartford Hospital to her new 
destination at Boston Children’s Hospital. I was 
assured she was safe and comfortable. I had all I 
could do to try to get some sleep. The nursing staff 
tucked me in and promised they would awake me if 
any calls came through that night. Plans were set for 
Dan to travel to Boston first thing in the morning, and 
Kevin’s care was in place. 

Friday morning (Day 5) came fast. My anxiety was 
high and I was restless not being able to be with Julia, 
Dan and Kevin. The phone rang. I moved fast to 
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answer it. The hospital was on the phone. I panicked! 
Surgery had been moved up to an earlier time, and 
they needed verbal permission via the phone to begin. 
Dan was en route and had not yet arrived. I knew Dan 
would not have time to see her before surgery. I gave 
them the consent they needed. I hung up the phone 
and cried over the next few hours. This can’t be hap¬ 
pening! I longed to be with Julia. Dan called when he 
arrived.

My friend, Sue, arrived about 11:30 a.m. to help me 
pack my things and check out from the hospital. I felt 
deep emotional pain and separation for I was leaving 
without my baby, my Julia. 

The house was quiet. I was alone again. I went to 
Julia’s room to be as close to her as I could. I laid 
down on the bed next to her crib. I prayed and prayed 
for her safe journey through the surgery. Dan called 
to say the surgery liaison nurse connected with him. 
He reported to me how, during the surgery, Julia’s 
heart had stopped twice and her kidneys were insult¬ 
ed. The procedure had otherwise been successful. 
Everything was going well. 

Kevin was dropped off to me in the afternoon. We 
cuddled and hugged for many hours, reconnecting. 
Finally, the word came that Julia was in recovery and 
back in her room. Dan described her to me as best he 
could. A peacefulness had come over me as she was 
doing well and her Daddy was by her side. 

Dinner was provided by a neighbor. Kevin and I 
snuggled on the couch until he fell asleep. I sat there 
feeling the goodness the end of the day had brought. 
A knock on the door startled me. Susanne, a friend 
and co-worker, had stopped by to check on us and 
see how Penelope (Julia’s nickname) was doing. It 
was a comfort to see Susanne - an angel’s visit. We 
chatted a bit. She then carried Kevin up to his bed. 
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I awoke Saturday morning (Day 6) not knowing 
where I was. Pain, pain, pain yelling from my suture 
line. My thoughts quickly moved to Julia and Dan. 
What will the day bring? Kevin awoke and was so full 
of life, happy to be home with me. My sadness soon 
surfaced along with feelings of restlessness and fear. 

The doorbell rings. It’s only 9:00 a.m. Anne 
entered with a big smile and arms full of groceries. It 
was so good to see her at that moment. Anne was 
our Lamaze instructor, co-worker and friend. I’ll never 
forget the incredible hug we exchanged. She cared 
so much for me that she drove an hour from her home 
to bring groceries that I didn’t even know I needed. 
Our visit was good and helped me connect a little 
closer to Julia. Anne was another angel sent to me. 

Sunday (Day 7) had finally come. Anne was willing 
to come back this morning and take Kevin for the day, 
so I could make my first journey to be with my Julia 
and reconnect with Dan. Kevin was very comfortable 
going with Anne. This made it easier for me to say 
good-bye. Before leaving, Kevin whispered in my ear, 
“Give Julia a kiss for me, mom, and bring Pinky (her 
bear) to her, she’ll like that.”

Speeding Up The Healing Process

The following are some “highlights" from recent 
journal articles. 

In the “Journal of Bone & Mineral Research,” a 
study reported that mice fed a high fat diet lose a dra¬ 
matic amount of minerals from their bones. A 15% 
bone loss was observed in the hind legs of mice that 
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they want to know what can be done to speed up the 
healing process. Since many problems are often the 
result of years of neglect or improper activities, the 
answer is not simple. 

While there aren’t any shortcuts to speed your 
body’s natural healing process, here are some things 
you can do to give yourself the best chance of quick 
recovery.

* I often wonder how much money these studies 
require and who actually thinks them up.

Marriage stress was associated with a near tripling of 
recurrent heart problems. (Doesn’t take a rocket sci¬ 
entist to figure that one out!) 

* Researchers from Iowa State University are test¬ 
ing the hypothesis that salmonella can be reduced in 
pork products by feeding the pigs yogurt. Preliminary 
results show a reduction in salmonella in young pigs 
fed a milk prodct rich in lactobacillus. This is part of a 
three-year grant for alternatives to antibiotic use in 
farm animals. (I wonder how many years and how 
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body needs and avoid sleeping on your stomach. 

During the healing process, proper nutrition is more 
important than ever. Make sure you eat balanced 
meals, and if you're overweight, now would be a good 
time to slim down and reduce unnecessary stresses 
to your spine. 

Perphas most important of all, keep you appoint¬ 
ments and follow your chiropractor doctor’s recom¬ 
mendation for optimum results.

pass on the pork and just eat the yogurt??) 

* An interesting article found in the British Medical 
Journal analyzed 140 studies around the world and 
suggested a lot of patients are dying from complica¬ 
tions attributable to general anesthesia. The study 
reports that patients who opt for local anesthesia suf¬ 
fer fewer blood clots, infections, heart attacks, and 
kidney failures. Overall, local anesthesia instead of 
general cut the death rate by approximately 30%. 
(Bottom line - go local!!) 

It's always amazing to read about what’s happen¬ 
ing in health care research.

“The Final Frontier” (Part I)... 


I had received a couple of requests for a “Star 
Trek"-related column and have finally gotten around to 
granting this request (sorry for the wait). “Star Trek” 
fans - a.k.a. “Trekkies” - made the original 1960’s 
series a phenomenon of pop culture. In 1979, this 
phenomenon was fueled further with the release of 
the first “Star Trek" theatrical feature film that reunited 
original cast members and spawned several sequels. 
This week, I will discuss the first three films in this 
ongoing series that chronicles the exploits of the star- 
ship Enterprise and its now-famous crew. 

* “Star Trek: The Motion Picture”: 1979. Rated 
G. 

Captain Kirk, Mr. Spock, Scottie, Sulu, Dr. McCoy, 
Uhura, and Chekov return in this lavish reunion film of 
sorts that finds the crew of the U.S.S. Enterprise des¬ 
perately trying to save the earth from a deadly force- 
field. Returning from the original series are William 
Shatner, Leonard Nimoy, DeForest Kelley, James 
Doohan, Nichelle Nichols,Walter Koenig, and George 
Takei - all reprising the roles they made famous in the 
original series. 

It is interesting to note that typically in film series, 
the first is always the best. Although that may still hold 
true with many “Trekkies,” this is not the case with a 
great majority who saw this film as only mediocre. All 
of the central actors deliver commendable perform¬ 
ances and the special effects are impressive. 
Composer Jerry Goldsmith also complimented the 
film with his powerful soundtrack. The problem with 
the film is that it seems to be extremely drawn out. An 
over-abundance of slow-moving scenes is the primary 
reason why this film did not receive rave reviews. 
Some of the scenes are even outright boring. 

Director Robert Wise, I suspect, is not to blame, 
however. The screenplay is very contrived, and the 
script could have been cleaned-up considerably to 
omit lengthy dialogue that caused most viewers to 
become bored. The version of the film that was even¬ 
tually released on video is somewhat better (albeit 11 
minutes longer). 

Aside from the problems with the scripting, the rest 
of the film is bearable. The main reason why this film 
is judged so harshly by fellow critics is directly related 
to the extraordinarily high expectations it generated 
with the public. The film is not a complete failure, but 
misses the mark in terms of audience involvment and 
generating action. 3 STARS. 

* “Star Trek II: The Wrath Of Khan”: 1982. Rated 
PG. 

This film epitomizes what a sequel should be in 
terms of its relationship with the first film in that it is 
wholly better! This, as you know, is the exception to 
the rule that the first film in a series is always the best. 
All original cast members return, along with the com¬ 
manding screen presence of Ricardo Montalban, who 
plays the title role of Khan (which, interestingly, is a 
reprisal of the same character he played in the origi¬ 
nal series episode from 1967 called “Space Seed”). 

Much of this film centers around the notion of retri¬ 
bution; specifically, Khan’s vengeance towards 
Captain Kirk. What results is an odyssey of adventure 
that brings the crew of the Enterprise almost to their 
knees. Montalban's performance is clearly the high¬ 
light of this film, and his portrayed hatred for Kirk cre¬ 
ates some interesting on-screen chemistry. Gone is 
the winded dialogue from the first film; in its place, we 
have a screenplay that is witty and oftentimes senti¬ 
mental. 

The most memorable scenes in the film involve 
Khan’s despicable torture methods, as well as the 
shocking climax that sees the death of one of the 
beloved crew members of the U.S.S. Enterprise. 
Look for Kirstie Alley in one of her earliest roles as Lt. 
Saavik. 

“Star Trek II: The Wrath of Khan" is truly leaps and 
bounds better than the first film. Director Nicholas 
Meyer takes all of the good aspects of the first film 
and leaves behind all the bad ones, substituting high- 


octane entertainment in its place. The result is a 
space adventure that grips the audience from start to 
finish. This one should make the “Trekkies” proud! 4 

STARS. 

* “Star Trek III: The Search For Spock”: 1984. 
Rated PG. 

Well, I guess the title of this one pretty much gives 
away the ending of the last film. Picking up precisely 
where “Star Trek II: The Wrath Of Khan" left off, Kirk 
and the crew embark on a mission to rescue Spock 
while a new threat emerges that threatens the 
Genesis planet where Spock was sent during the con¬ 
clusion of the last film. Enter Christopher Lloyd as 
Commander Kruge, the ruthless leader of a Klingon 
vessel that threatens Genesis. 

This film plays in much the way that the first film did 
in that there are some remarkably drawn-out scenes. 
The saving grace of the picture is the constant 
involvement of the audience through the uncertainty 
of Spock’s demise. This device works in not only 
ensuring audience participation, but in singlehanded- 
ly creating suspense. This is an element sadly 
missed in the first film that enables viewers to endure 
the slow scenes with minimal boredom. 

Also surprising was the minimal impact that 
acclaimed actor Lloyd had on the picture. His per¬ 
formance was very mundane and two-dimensional. 
As many of you may know, this is the polar opposite 
of Lloyd’s usual screen impact. This unfortunate fact 
hurts the picture in that the formidable villain is quite 
unthreatening (this is very unlike the character of 
Khan that we were spoiled with in the previous film in 
the series). 

These several damaging imperfections can be 
attributed to the fact that a veteran director was not at 
the helm on this picture. Instead, Leonard Nimoy took 
the director’s reigns and his inexperience as a direc¬ 
tor shines through. Remember what happened when 
Sylvester Stallone took over as director in “Rocky V”? 
The film is by no means a bomb, but was definitely 
geared towards die-hard “Trekkies" as opposed to the 
general moviegoing public. Consequent/y, it makes 
the series take a step backwards, much like the origi¬ 
nal did. 3 STARS.

Making Shrimp Scampi... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

This week, let’s make shrimp scampi. In a saute 
pan, start with olive oil and 2 TB chopped onions. Add 
1 TB capers, a healthy squeeze of lemon juice, 1/4C 
white wine, a 1/2 LB of peeled and deveined shrimp, 
a dollop of sweet butter, and a pinch of red pepper 
flakes. Now you have a great scampi to serve over 
pasta! 

Before sauteing the shrimp, dust them with a little 
cornstarch. (Yes, you can substitute chicken for the 
shrimp, but then it’s not really scampi in my book - 
and I never add cream to my scampis.) 

If you don’t have them yet, just wait... dandelions 
will be there. Try sauteing them with garlic and gold¬ 
en raisins. Add a dash of balsamic, and now you 
might start looking for the dandelion (the greens, of 
course, not the flowers or the stems). 

A little Crab Louie? Take one whole Haas avocado 
for each person; cut in half, then discard the pit and 
the rind. Squeeze a little lemon over the avocado to 
prevent browning. Place on a bed of lettuce sur¬ 
rounded by a selection of olives. Fill with this mixture. 

Lump crab meat mixed with mayonnaise, lemon 
juice, Worcestershire, hot sauce, dill, tarragon, and a 
little sour cream. I’m not giving you any measure¬ 
ments because everybody’s taste is different. Season 
with salt and pepper. Now taste. If it is lacking, add 
the ingredient that will make it “over the top” for your 
taste. Serve with a Riesling. Accompany with fresh 
fruits for a marvelous luncheon. 

Want really good chicken salad? Try going to 
Geissler’s; buy a rotisserie chicken, remove the skin, 
and chill. Dice and mix with chopped celery, onion, 
apple, and mayonnaise. I think you'll stop making 
your own chicken. 

Always remember, “It’s not what you’re eating, it's 
whom your dining with.” I’ll have more for you next 
week.

Girls ’ Track... 


In A Battle Of The “Unbeatens,” 
Cathedral Prevails At The Wire

If you didn’t know a lot about track and field and 
wanted to give it a look, the Agawam High/Cathedral 
girls' meet at Springfield College on Tuesday evening 
(May 1st) might have gotten you hooked. The 
Panthers won 71-65 in an affair that wasn’t settled 
until the final event (4 x 400) in a battle between the 
top Division I powers. 

It was a glimpse of the present and a peek at the 
future, as Cathedral (loaded with two veteran and tal¬ 
ented seniors, and a good supporting cast) met the 
Brownies, who are chock full of talented and veteran 
underclassmen. Everyone - from the faithful and the 
coaches to the kids themselves - knew this was going 
to be a dogfight until the end. 

Cathedral placed first in 11 of the 16 events. It was 
Agawam’s ability to grab its share of firsts, plus some 
gritty performances for the second- and third-place 
spots, that almost pulled it off for them. 

As the meet wore down on the balmy evening, it 
was obvious the Brownies were not going to go away. 
It was 50-45, Cathedral, following the 4 x 400 relay, 
which was won by the team of sophomore Danielle 
Cirillo, senior Emily Norris, senior Lauren Deluca, and 
sophomore Andrea Babbin (running the anchor leg). 

After the 400 meters, which saw senior Heather 
Newalu grab second (64.4), things were tied at 51. 
The 300 hurdles saw a Cathedral first-place finish, but 
second (sophomore Shannon McDyer - 52.2) and 
third (sophomore Heather Cox - 54.8) went to the 
Brownies. 

Cathedral led 56-55 as it headed into the 800, 
which would be a showcase race between Chrissy 
Kane, the Panthers’ All-Western Mass, outdoor and 
indoor track star, and Kaitlin Sardella, an AHS sopho¬ 
more and All-Western Mass, winter track 1,000-meter 
standout. Kane, a senior, won in 2:28 (her fastest time 
this year in that event). Sardella was second (2:32.9). 
Agawam sophomore Jodie Pfau came in third. 

Going into the final event (4 x 400), Cathedral led, 
66-65. Each school had only one team entered, so it 
was all or nothing, now or never. No matter how you 
sliced it, the winner with five points would win the 
whole thing. 

The Brownie team was comprised of sophomores 
Shannon McDyer, Jodie Pfau, and Kaitlin Sardella, 
and senior anchor Heather Newalu. The Panthers 
won (4:29). Agawam was behind by 10 yards on the 
gun lap and was closing at the end, but the team 
members just ran out of track and time.

Golf Tip Of 
The Week... 

by Eric Nelson, PGA 
Head Golf Professional 
Oak Ridge Golf Club 
Feeding Hills, MA 


The Basic Address... 

* Width of stance: The widest - just beyond shoul¬ 
der length - your feet should be is when you hit the 
driver. The shorter the club you’re hitting, the narrow¬ 
er your stance becomes. 

* Distance from the ball: With a club in your hand, 
stand up straight. Now bend the knees slightly and 
put the club on the ground. That is how far you should 
stand from the ball. In other words, the length of the 
club determines the distance. Thus, the shorter the 
club, the closer you’ll stand. 

* Ball position: Some golfers insist that you play 
the ball in the same position for every shot. But the 
general rule is that you should play the ball opposite 
your left heel for woods and long irons, and toward 
the middle of your stance for middle irons. Open your 
stance and play the ball almost off your back heel for 
short-iron shots. 

* Head position: For full shots, your head should 
remain slightly behind the ball. In some instances, 
usually on greenside chips, you’ll play the ball back in 
your stance and your head will naturally be ahead of 
the ball. 

* Shoulder position: Your right shoulder should 
be slightly below your left.
